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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Madison: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools, it being the eleventh in the series of 
such reports. 


Scuoots Strand WELL 


During the past year tests in Spelling and Arithmetic 
have been given to about 5,000 pupils in many eighth 
grades in New Hampshire. These tests were given in 
Springfield, Mass., in 1846, to children averaging 15 years 
and six months in age. The New Hampshire pupils aver- 
aged 13 years and six months. ‘The tests in arithmetic 
were given in identically the same form as in 1846. The 
spelling words were replaced by words of equal difficulty 
found in the lists taught today. Results were as follows: 


Arishmetic in Springfield 29.41% 
Arithmetic in New Hampshire 49.26% 
Arithmetic in Madison 62.50% 
Spelling in Springfield 40.65 % 
Spelling in New Hampshire 67.24% 
Spelling in Madison 70.00 % 


The schools are in good condition but we are trying to 
make them better. . Arithmetic and language are receiving 
special consideration this year. I earnestly wish some 
provision could be made for special instruction in Music 
and Drawing. | 


Merpicat INSPECTION 


This work has been done by our local nurse, Miss A. 
Elfie Greene. Since the reports of defects were sent out, 
there has been a good response from parents in regard to 
having such defects remedied. Plans are now under way 
to have a dentist come to Madison to attend to the teeth of 
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all children whese parents will co-operate. In general our 
children seem to be in eood condition except in regard to 
the teeth. Several cases of throat trouble were corrected 
at the clinic at Mountain View last spring. A few bad 
cases still remain. We owe it to the children to give them 
the best possible physical condition. Special thanks are 
due to the Men’s Clubs, Mothers’ Club and the Silver Lake 
Woman’s Club for supporting the proposed clinie. 


REPAIRS 


Good work has been done in improving school property. 
Silver Lake, Madison Corner and Mason schoolhouses have 
been painted outside. Slate blackboards and a new book- 
case have been placed at Silver Lake and the halls painted. 


The following should be considered for the coming year: 


Slate blackboards at Madison Corner. 
Chemical toilets at Silver Lake. 
Ventilating stove at Silver Lake. 
Inside painting at Silver Lake. 
Outside painting at Nickerson. 


Hieu Scnoor 


With a total enrollment of 48 pupils this year, Madison 
High School has already grown beyond the capacity of our 
new building, which seats only forty. There is a fine 
spirit of endeavor and there are high ideals of scholarship. 
Both headmaster and assistant work far beyond the endur- 
ance of most teachers. Special activities, such as athleties, 
English Club, school paper, literary contests and social 
‘ gatherings, keep up a live interest in general matters and 
add zest to routine of the classroom. 


The boys and girls in the elementary schools are now 
anxious to do extra work in order to enter the high school. 
The high school is meeting these entering pupils and help- 
ing them to make good.

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Last June the first class graduated three fine young 
ladies who would be a credit to any secondary school. One 


4s in Wheaton College, another in Plymouth Normal 


School, while the third graces the home as bride of one of 
our worthy young men. 

In the next graduating class there are seven fine voting 
people, six of whom are young men. All plan for student 
life—some for the professions and some for farm and 
forestry. 

Our pupils wre received on certificate by the College En- 
trance Board, which speaks definitely for a high standard 
of scholarship. The work of the teachers should be ap- 
preciated. The school should be a source of joy to every 
citizen.

TEACHERS 

The teachers are showing a fine professional spirit by at- 
tendance at institutes and by frequent gatherings for pro- 
fessional study. ‘I'wo of our elementary teachers are re- 
cent students at Plymouth Normal School.
